A suit for $150,000 balance om a $250,000 
promissory note and for $19,000 addi- 
tional in interest and dividends, was 
filed in the United States District Court 
Wednesday by the Equitable Trust Co. 
of New York against the National Bank 
of Commerce in St, Louis. 

It is alleged that after placing stock 
of ¢t @ Iola Portland Cement Co. of 
Wes Virginia with the Bowling Green 
Trust Co., since merged with the Equi- 
table Trust Co., the Bank of Commerce, 
through its officers, obtained control of 
the cement company by electing as its 
directors men who were also directors,

Secret Dividends Alleged. 

The petition avers that under control 
of the Bank of Commerce officials,

These dividends, 
it is alleged, were concealed from the 
Bewling Green Trust Co., although it 
held stock of the cement company as 
eclHateral for a $250,000 loan.

cocaine has led to the discovery of a 
i distributing plaft for opium and cocaine 
at 104 Moore street. W. H. Collier, In- 
ternal Revenue Agent for St. Louis, 
iold a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednes- 
day that he believes the plant con- 
tained. more opium than ever before was 
found in one raid in the United States. 

In one small safe $5000 worth of the 
drug was found. A huge steel vault 
which was blown open by Government 
experts was found to contain great 
quantities of opium and cocaine. 

On two shelves in the vault were 
found 200 founds of raw opium worth 
$10 a pound. On another was found a 
25- -pound/ can of opium worth more than 
$250. sdveral other shelves were loaded 
down’with cocaine in cans, the value 
of which has not been determined. 
Emptied.,. 

Twelve empty 25-pound cans that had 
ontained raw opium have been found and 
125 five-ounce cans that had contained 
cocaine. In addition the police found 
packing cases containing in round num- 
bers, according to their estimate, 25,000 
small tin boxes such as are used to 
contain cocaine when it is sold in small 
quantities. 

Scattered around were several tubs 
of what is called ‘‘seconds’’ or ‘‘yens- 
hee hop.” Yenshee is warmed-over 
opium. The dregs from smokers’ pipes 
are collected; a little new drug is add- 
ed and a new mixture is made which 
is but little weaker than the original 
mixture. 

A well equipped plant for the pre- 
paration of the drug was found on the 
premises. Signal gongs and electric 
wires to warn the operators of danger 
had been strung about the place. The 
factory was guarded by two vicious 
bulldogs. Sn 





oer in an obscure neighborheod. Moore 
street is between Sixteenth and Seven: 
teenth streets and runs only from Mar- 
ket street to Clark avenue. While it ts 
a squalid district, the police have never 
suspected that anything wrong was go- 
ing on there. 

A negro, James Anderson, and his 
Chinese wife have lived in the house at 
104 Moore street for two years, and the 
police observed that the Andersons en- 
tertained a great number of guests. 

Place Raided Monday Night. 

Monday night Sergt. Lang of the Cen- 
tral Police Station sent a cocaine user 
into the house with a marked $1 bill. 
The man returned with a box of cocaine. 
Lang and Patrolmen Mitchell, McDon- 
ough and Herbert raided the place. They 
arrested Anderson and several men they 
found there. 

Some of the men were lying upon 
beds. One man rushed towards a hed 
and was stopped. In the mattress the 
policemen found a loaded revolver. The 
other beds were examined and four more 
loaded revolvers were found. 

Anderson had the $1 bill. Among the 
things the policemen found in the house 
was a small steel safe. Anderson re- 
fused to open it. It was taken to police 
headquarters in a patrol Wagon with the

This left them 
safe in their search. They followed some 
electric wires to another shed, where 
they found the signal gongs. A push 
button in the house had made it possible 
for someone there to signai persons in 


the shed. 
The shed contained the plant. There 


were two gasoline stoves suitable for 
cooking opium. There were scales for 
weighing the drug and vessels used in

MOTIVE MADE NO. 
DIFFERENCE 101. R. 
IN STEEL MERGER 


He Would Have Sanctioned Deal 
Anyhow Because He Was 
Dealing With Panic. 





By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—No matter what 


might have been the motives heRind 
the United States Steel Corporation 
when it absorbed the Tennessee Coa! 
and Iron Co. five years ago, Theodore 
Roosevelt, as President, would have 
sanctioned the deal. He so testified to- 
day ‘at a resumption of the hearing in 
the Government’s suit to dissuive the 
so-called Steel Trust. 

“Not one thing could have. been 
known about the company which could 
have altered my action,’’ he said em- 
phatically. “I was dealing with a 
panic.” 

The Colonel was questioned for nearly 
two hours. He clapped his hands and 
shouted hurrah when he steppei down. 
At times he upbraided Judge J. M. Dick- 
inson, counsel for the Govagnment, for 
asking questions about “things 1 don’t 
know,” and complained,* while counsel 
argued, that the hearing was duller 
than “the kimono strike.”’ 

Denies He Was Deceived. 
Asked about his testimony before the 
Stanley committee, the Colonel again 
denied that he had been deceived by H 
C. Frick and E. H. Gary. 

Col. Roosevelt was asked only ons 
question by counsel for the Government 
today, namely, whether statements con- 
tained in a letter he wrote to Attorney- 
General Bonaparte concerning the T 
C. and I. deal were true. The Colonc! 
answered yes. R. V. Lindabury, coun- 
sel for the Steel Corporation, thea tooh 
up the cross-examination. 

Roosevelt testified that he was aware 
that the Government had undertaken an 
investigation of the Steel corporation be- 
fore the T. C. & I. was taken over. 

“They were reported to me un- 
favorably in regard to the Standard 
Oil but favorably in regard .to the 
Steel corporation,” he said. 

Lindabury called Roosevelt's attention 
to a letter in which Commissfoner Gar- 
field of the Bureau of Corporations said 
he did not know of a single instance in 
which the Steel corporation had refused 
information to the Government. The 
Colonel said such was his understandinzZ 
of the facts. : 

Lindabury read the Colonel’s previous 
cenial that he had been misled by Frick 
and Gary concerning the acquisition of 
the T. C. and I. 

“Is that still true?’’ 

“It is, and I so _ testify,”’ 
Roosevelt emphatically. 

Dickinson then took up the Colonel's 
redirect examination. In sanctioning 
the T. C. & I. deal, the witness said he 
had “two things in mind.’’ 

Had Two Things in Mind. 

“One,’”’ he explained, ‘‘was the relief it 
would give to the entire country, not 
only New York, but Minnesota, Louisi- 
ana and other states. The other was 
the percentage of control of the steel in- 
custry which the United States Steel 
corporation would have after the ac- 
quisition of the T. C. & I.” 

“Did you know at the time that the 
United States Steel Corporation was en- 
gaged in the fixing of prices. of steel 
through joint action of competing com- 
panies which it controlled?’’ 

‘“T had no such knowledge,” 
the witness.

interests were spending $8,000,000 in the 
development of the property?”

ANDERSON BILL CHANGES 
POLICE ORGANIZATION 


Rank of Detectives Would Be 
Abolished and Patrolmen In- 
creased From 1250 to 1300. 


A bill abolishing the rank of detective 
In the St. Louis police force, providing 
for the appointment of 70 detective Ser- 
geants, increasing the number of patrol- 
men and reducing the number of proba- 
ticnary patrolmen, is being prepared by 
Attorney Thomas L. Anderson, newly 
named Excise Commissioner, at the re- 
quest of the Police Board and Chief 
Young. It is planned to have the meas- 
ure introduced in the Legislature next 
week. 

If the proposed law is enacted 70 
detective Sergeants and 25 special offi- 
cers will be authorized, taking the place 
of the present force of 25 detectives and 
70 specials. Fully 50 of these detective 
Sergeants will be assigned to the Cen- 
tral District headquarters and all will 
werk under Detective Chief Allender. 
The number of police Sergeants will be 
increased to 200.

ADRIANOPLE ON 
POWERS” ADVICE 


Grand Council of Ottoman Goy- 
ernment Votes to Accept Pro- 
posals for Peace, 


WARNED AGAINST REFUSAL 





Great Nations Pointed Out the 
Danger of an Extension of 
Fighting Into Asia. 





CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 22, — The 


grand council of the Ottoman Empire 
voted today in favor of accepting the 


proposals put forward by the European 
Powers for the purpose of bringing 
about the conclusion of peace. 


The note handed to the Porte on Jan. 
17 by the European Ambassadors at Con- 
stantinople called the Ottoman Govern- 
ment’s attention to the ‘‘grave responsi- 
bility it would assume if by resistance 
to their councils it should prevent the 
re-establishment of peace, It would 
only have itself to blame if the pro- 
longation of the war had a consequence 
to put in question the fate of the capi- 
tal and perhaps to extend hostilities tc 
the Asiatic provinces of the Empire.” 
Warned Against Dangers. 

The document continued “that in that 
case the Turkish Empire could not count 
on the success of the efforts of the 
powers to preserve it from the dangers 
against which they had already warned 
it and which they once more warned it 
to avoid.” 

The Powers then called the attention 
of the Ottoman Government to the fact

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—The inaugur- 
ation of President Wilson will see the 
revival of a custom which President 
Roosevelt disregarded. President Taft 
will return to the White House with his 
successor, and will go from there to the 
railroad station to leave the city.

FOR NEW HOSPITAL; 
DELEGATES OPPOSE 


Building of Structure for Infec- 
tious Diseases Would Proceed 
if Delegates Consented. 
ISSUE 


SITE IS POINT AT 


Residents in Vicinity of Proposed 
Location Unwilling to Have 
Institution Near Them. 





An appropriation of $60,009 sf city funds 


in the annual budget is avallable, for 
the erection of a new infectious dis- 
ease hospital as soon as the Municipal 
Assembly approves the site selected for 


provements. 

A bill authorizing the new structure 
on city property between the city in- 
firmary and the gsanitarium has been 


passed by the City Council and is pend- 
ing in the Ways and Means Committee 
of the House of Delegates. 

The money has been ready for use for 
almost two years, but opposition in the 
Municipal Assembly caused it to revert 
to the city treasury at the close of last 
year. It was again appropriated by 
City Comptroller Taussig, and a new 
pill introduced in the Assembly. 

The statements of Dr. Gustav Lipp- 
r.ann, chief of the visiting staff, and 
Supt. William Anderson that present 
conditions at the temporary infectious 
diseases quarters are dangerous and de- 
olorable, caused considerable discussion 
among city officials Wednesday. An ef- 
fort is to be made to cause the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House to 
report out the bill for the new build- 
ing. 

The opposition in the House to the 
rroposed site for the new hospital is led 
by Delegate Edward H. Rabenberg of 
the Twenty-fourth Ward, in which the 
site is situated. He has declared to the 
House members that residents in the vi- 
cinity of the site object to the hospital. 

Last summer Rabenberg attempted to 


forestall the Board of Public Improve-| 


ments in the location of the building and 
introduced a bill in the House providing 
for opening a street through the city 
grounds. The bill was passed by the 
Assembly and went to the Mayor for his 
signature. 

Mayor Kreismann had announced that 
he would veto the bill, but when it 
reached his office it was mingled with 
a large number of routine public im- 
provement bills and was signed by mis- 
take. Thus the measure became a law. 

The Board of Public Improvements, 
however, went ahead and provided fer 
the Jocation just west of the new street. 
Then a Dill authorizing the erection of 
the building was passed by the Council 
several weeks ago and was sent to the 
House of Delegates. Opponents of the 
bill there asked that action be delayed, 
and it has since slept in committee, 

While awaiting the new building tem- 
porary quarters for infectious disease, 
cases have been provided in the old fe- 
male hospital, abandoned two years ago 
as unsafe. The discovery of 8 cases 
of diphtheria in the industrial school 
has filled the quarters beyond capacity 
and has emphasized the insufficient fa- 
cilities. 

Hospital Commissioner Shutt told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that a new in- 
fectious disease hospital is one of the 
greatest needs of St. Louis at the pres- 
ent time. Present facilities are entirely 
inadequate and disgraceful, he declared.

NOTED AS A SALESMAN 





Warns Hearers of Parcel Post 
Inroads and Urges Justice 
From Jobber. 








Saunders Norvell, in a speech at the 
convention of the Missouri Retail Hard- 
ware Association at the Coliseum Tues- 
day afternoon, telling the delegates how 
to improve their business, discussed the 
theory of the importance of “Control” 


in the business world, as expounded by 
J. P. Morgan before the Pujo Congres- 
sional Investigating Committee. 

*“‘Morgan took my idea,” said Norvell. 
“TIT preached and printed years ago this 
power of control. And when Morgan 
was before the Pujo committee it was 
my idea that he gave.”’ 

Later Norvell told a reporter that his 
reference to Morgan’s having taken 
his idea was stated in fun. 

Theory of Control. 

“The theory of control,’”’ said Norvell, 
‘is as vid as the hills. Of what ac- 
count is a salesman that cannot contro! 
his trade? Or a financier that does not 
control money, or a general that does 
not control an army, or an admiral 
|that does not control ships, or a retail 
merchant that does not control or have 
the agency for the goods that he sells?’ 
Norvell asked in his address.

Norvell was in one of his novel in- 
structive and entertaining moods and 
in characteristic fashion he at times 
lectured the merchants severely while 


ftrying to impress on them the import- 


ance of adopting more modern systems 
of business than he presumed they now 
had. Norvell, when he was a hardware 
salesman, was regarded as the star in 
that line in the Southwest, and the 
delegates to the convention wanted to 
hear from ‘him his own story of his 
success. 
Unpleasant Things Are Told. 

Some of the things that Norvell told 
the hardware dealers were not pleas- 
ant to the ears of many, and Norvell 
did not intend that they should be. He 
prepared them, however, by notifying 
them in advance. 

“I always say what I think, regard- 
less of whether it is gcod or bad.’’ 

Then he proceeded to tell the men 
whe have hardware stores at crossroads 
that if they cared for their own welfare 
they would get out of business in their 
present locations. 

“This is the day of concentration,”’ 
said Norvell. “The elimination of the 
small man, I believe,.nothing can stop. 
Ic is going to be hastened in the next 
five or 10 years by the parcel post with 
its mail order house competition. 

“So you that have stores at the cross- 
roads, why not give them up and go 
and see the man in the county center 
gnd try to induce him to take in a 
rartner? 

Trade Radius Growing. 

“Then census statistics will show you 
that when a town in a county reaches 
25,000 population, that one town con- 
tinues to advance while the others ‘n 
the same county go pack. This is be- 
cause of the tendency to concentrate 
rusiness. Formerly when the farmers 
rodc about in buggies, a store could 
do business for a radius of five miles. 
Now, with the fagmers in automobiles, 
the radius is 40 or §& miles, and th> 
farmer drives right through the small 
tcwns to the big one. 

“Of course, I’m only interested in. tell- 
ing this to the young men here. The 
rest Of you are has-beens. Your day is 
over. So is mine. I'm a has-been. But 
I’m interested in having the young men 
get the right ideas.’’ 

Norvell urged the delegates to be big 
men, not little men. He said he didn’t 
think they were big men, because if 
they had been, they never would have 
stood for “‘all the impositions that the 
jobbers and manufacturé®s have been 
putting on them for years.”’ 


A Defines a “Little Man.” 
A little man,”’ said Norvell, “is one 


that is very modest and politely re- 
quests something that he wants. A big 
man, like Morgan, walks in and says 
‘I want this.’ He doesn’t hesitate, and 
he stays till he gets it. 

“Do you think a big man, a man like 
that one of the New York bank that 
told the committee about all the money 
the bank had made, would have stood 
for the impositions that the jobbers and 
manufacturers have been putting on 
you?” 

Norvell then outlined a bold scheme 
for the retailers. The retailers are wor- 
ried for fear the mail order houses will 
undersell them, with the aid of the par- 
cel post. Norvell told them how thev 
could make the manufacturers and job- 
bers sell to them so cheaply that the 
mail order houses couldn’t undersell 
them. ‘ 

“Here’s the way,” sald Norvell. ‘“‘When 
you come to pay the jobber or manu- 
facturer, take a mail order house cata- 
logue, deduct 20 per cent from the mail 
order house quotations and remit to the 
jobber. 

“Of course, if you did that, there 
would be an awful cry go up from the 
jobbers. You'd just raise what Sherman 
called war. But you'll not do ft. You'll 
just meet and resolute. 

Boston Tea Party Needed. 

“What you need is not resolutions. 
You need a Boston tea party. Don't 
resolute, but deduct 20 per cent from 
the mail order prices. But I'll bet %% 
per cent of you dun’t know what. the

“Romeo and Juliet’ Reveals 
Her as a Heart-Moving Young 
Capulet in Tragic Shadow. 


UNDERS. 

NOTHER i bie De erilliant audience 
A crowded the Shubert Theater on 
Tuesday evening, the attraction 
being the Sothern and Mariowe perfor- 
mance of “Romeo and Juliet,” in which 
Miss Marlowe carried off the first hon- 

ors of the night. 7 

Such a triumph is inevitable, of course, 
when the’actress who plays Juliet has 
the charm and power in great drama 
demanded for the part’s playing. Miss 
Marlowe possesses both in an eminent 
degree. In addition, and very noticeably 
this season, she seems also to be capable 
of realizing the youthful aspect of the 
ill-fated Capulet girl, thus satisfying the 
eye as well as the poetic imagination in 
the completed picture of her presenting. 

Miss Mariowe’s commanding distinc- 
tion was reached with her ‘exquisite 
achievement in the balcony scene, when, 
young and glowing with love, Juliet’s 
melting surrender to the wooing of the 
passion-stricken Romeo is confessed so 
utterly without reserve as to be well- 
nigh pitiful in its significance of de- 
fenseless beleaguerment under the shad- 
ow of certain calamity. 

Her beauty, the emotional loveliness 
of her voice, her eloquence of gesture, 
and the plastic play of expression pos- 
sible to her mobile face, all combined to 
make her Juliet of the balcony the liv- 
ing and breathing Juliet of Shakspeare’s 
own dreaming. 

From this time’onward, deepening into 
the heart-moving tragedy of the story’s 
final moments, the Juliet of Marlowe’s 


getable creation. Not since the very 
early days of her stage career when, a 
slender and gifted girl of 18, Julia Mar- 
lowe first came into St. Louis view at 
the old Grand Opera House, have I ceen 
her so truly the mistress of her ap- 
pointed task as now. It goes without 
saying, therefore, that she deserved to 
the fullest her overwhelmimg triumph of 
Monday evening. 

Mr. Sothern plays an interesting, but 
not entirely great Romeo. One defect of 
his Tuesday night’s performance lay in 
the fact that, while presenting the 
character properly as that of an ardent 
youth well-nigh distracted with love, 
he manifested at the same time too 
slicitous a regard for mere ‘‘prettiness’”’ 
of aspect. 

The careful curling—I am even tempt- 
ed to call it crimping—of young Romeo’s 
hair is not in accord with young Ro- 
meo’s mood during the progress of the 
direful tale in which he is one of two 
centra] and very poignant figures. The 
eye, the ear and the mind all must be 
satisfied by the actor who plays this 
part—and the mind, swayed through the 
eye, scoffs at a sweetly barbered Ro- 
meo as being an inconcetvable thing 
in Romeo’s hapless environment. The 
Sothern development of the part, how- 
ever, aside from this disturbing error 
of “make-up,” was strongly capable. 

A third great figure of the evening 
was the Mercutio played by Mr..Fred- 
erick Lewis. It has been ‘asSerted that 
Shakspeare found it necessary to bring 
about Mercutio’s death at a compara- 
tively early moment of his play’s story 
for the reason that this lovable young 
philosopher-swordsman began to over- 
top Romeo himself, regardless of his 
creator’s intent, and bade fair to become 
the real hero of the tale. 

One easily may yield assent to such a 
claim in contemplating the Mercutio of 
Frederick.

TAFT TRAVELS 
113,659 MILES ON 
TRAINS IN 4 YEARS 


President Has Visited -Every 
State Except North Dakota 
and Oklahoma. 








By lated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—When Prest- 


dent Taft-stepped from his private car 
on his recent return from New Haven. 
the total mileage of his travels in his 
four years in the White House reached 
113,659—enough to have taken him four 
and one-half times around the world, 


or an average of about 75 miles for ev- 
ery day he has been President. The 
total is exclusive of the hundreds of 
miles thePresident has travelled by mo- 
tor in every part of the country; his 
trips through cities and his tours 
about Washington and in the vicinity 
of .Beverly. Including the automobile 
trips and three short journeys to be 
taken before March 4, Mr. Taft will have 
traveled in his term about 125,000 miles, 
or five times the distance around the 
earth at the equator. 

Taft has made about 26,000 miles of 
the total on his two “swings around 
the circle.’’ -He has visited every state 
in' the union with the exception. of Ok- 
lahoma and North Dakota, and has 
stood as near the four corners of the 
country as it is possible for a man to 
get. 

Two trips to the Panama Canal Zone 
have swelled the President's mileage 
considerably, but it was on trips to New 
York, to Boston and Beverly and to 
Cincinnati that the miles that made the 
big total were rolled up at their fastest 
clip. Every winter Mr. Taft has made 
visit efter visit to New York and in 
summers when Congress persisted in 
staying in session, he frequently com- 
muted between Washington and Beverly. 
like a Jerseyite Who works in New 
York. 

On his two long trips, the. President 
was away more than 130 days and on 
trips of inspection, to Panama, he slept 
aboard trains, battleships or in the 
tropics for the. better. part of a month. 
Congress gave the President $25,000 a 
year for traveling. expenses and Mr. Taft 
has used that appropriation every year 
he has been President.

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CHARTER HELD UP, 
EFEAT IS FEARED 


Friends of Freeholders’ Measure 
in House Put Off Action Un- 
til Friday Night. 





The bill providing for the election of 
2 Board of Freeholders April 1 to write 
a new charter for submission to the 
voters was laid over until Friday by 
the House of Delegates Tuesday night, 
after the Democratic members had tried 
to force it to a vote. The Republicané 
in the House, who favor the bille took 
this action after finding by a canvass 
of the members that it likely would 
have been defeated. The Democratic 
members declared they would throw re- 
sponsibility upon the Republicans if the 
bill had failed of passage. 

The measure has been passed by the 
; Council, and if it goes through the 
| House of Delegates, 13 Freeholders will 
'be elected April 1 to prepare a new 
charter. The charter written by them 
will have to have the approval of a 
tworthirds of the votes before it will 
become the organic law of the city. 

One Hale Amendment Loses. 

When the bill came up, Delegate Hale 
offered amendments providing for the 
publication of sections of the charter 
as agreed on, and that the Board of 
{Freeholders should hold public meet- 
'ings when framing. the charter. The 
haw amendment was adopted, and the 
second defeated. Hale, who had an- 
nounced that he favored the bill if his 
amendments were adopted, then said he 
would vote against it. “ 

A motion to postpone consideration of 
the bill at first failed, bz’ a vote of 13 
to 9, but when renewed, it passed, 15 to 
7. Those in favor of the motion were: 

Barnett, Becker, Bischoff, Ebrecht, 
Gazzolo, Gregory, Hale, Igoe, Klose, 
Lahiv, Lawton, McCarthy, Mohrstadt, 
Rabenberg and Sommerich. 

Those opposed were: Eckelmann, Eigel, 
Gallagher, Ittner, Loeffel, Methudy and 
Scully. 














Although all the Democrats—Galla- 
gher, Gazzolo, Igoe, McCarthy and Scul- 
yv—had attempted on the first vote to 
‘ut the bill on its passage, only Galla-

RELAND? SPEEGH

O’Neil Ryan and Another Rise 
at Meeting, Denounce Prof. 
Usher’s Address. 





The startling suggestion that Ger- 
many might annex Ireland if that 
country should insist on cutting loose 
frcm England by means of home rule 
measures aroused the ire of several 
Irishmen who heard Prof. Roland G. 
Usher's lecture on ‘‘Home Rule’”’ at the 
Second Baptist Church Tuesday night. 

O’Neili Ryan, former Circuit Judge, 
was one of two in the audience who arose 
and protested against the statements 
of Prof. Usher, who occupies the chair 
of history of Washington University. 
The other objector, who did not state 
his name, but who said he was the son 


of an Irish farmer, was requested to 


leave the piace and did so. 

Judge Ryan said Wednesday he had 
written to the Rev. Dr. W. C. Bitting, 
pastor of the Second Baptist Church, 
asking for the use of the church's lec- 
ture hall, at the earliest possible date, 
for an address in which he proposes to 
reply to Prof. Usher’s statements. 

What Prof. Usher Said. 

Some of Prof. Usher’s declarations 
which stirred the resentment of a part 
or his audience were the following: 


“Germany is watching the Irish sit: 
uation closely. With half an excuse, 
she would seize Ireland, and the Irish 
would have an opportunity to compare 
Teutonic rule with that of the En- 
glish. 

“The Irish Nationalist movement has 
been financed for 40 years with funds 
collected chiefly in America, which the 
Nationalist organization has spent with- 
out any formal accounting, either to 
the Government or to the contributors. 
They have controlled their own ac- 
tions and expenditures, but if home 
rule should prevail they would have 
to account rigidly to the Irish Parlia- 
ment for both. They would find a wide 
difference between accounting to their 
own organization and accounting to a 
public body where their enemies were 
strong. 

“The Nationalist leaders therefore in- 
sist on home rule on such terms as 
will favor them. These terms are ob- 
noxious to the English. 

“With the disestablishment of the 
Irish church, the need of autonomy 
disappeared, and the present home rule 
agitation is \merely a struggle of the 
Catholic element for supremacy. This 
is shown by the attitude of the loyal 
Protestant Ulstermen, who oppose home 
rule.’’ 

Prof. Usher said the statement which 
seemed to offend his critics most was 
that regarding the finances of the Na- 
tionalist movement. “They seemed to 
think,” he said, “that I meant that 
the Nationalist leaders had embezzled 
the whole amount.” 

“Unfair, Malicious Attack.” 

“I went to the lecture,” said Judge 
Ryan Wednesday, ‘thinking I would 
hear a scholarly discussion of the ques- 
tion by a man who had studied the 
Irish situation. Instead, I heard an 
unfair, malicious and seemingly pre- 
meditated attack on the Nationalist 
cause. A sneer seemed to underlie the 
whole address. When Miss Hayward 
defended Prof. Usher’s statements. and 
did so on the authority. of Sir Horace 
Plunkett, I thought it was time to pro- 
test.”’ 

Miss. Florence Hayward, traveler and 
clubwoman, indorsed Prof. Usher's re- 
marks, citing statements made to her 
by prominent Englishmen and it was 
after her remarks that Judge Ryan 
arose and voiced his protest against 
everything the professor had said. 

A number of persons in the audience 
showed sympathy with Judge Ryan by 
applauding him, and the first tuter- 
rupter, who was asked by one of those 
in charge to leave, was applauded as 
he strode out, still protesting against 
what he declared were the speaker's 
misstatements. There was no disorder, 
those present say.

ST. LOUIS SECOND CITY IN 
PARCEL POST BUSINESS 


Stamps of Value of $930,000 
Sent Here in First Three Weeks 
of Operation Law. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. ‘22.—The total 
number of parcel post stamps printed 
and distributed up to this date ig 239,- 
500,000. Prior to Jan. 1, when the new 
service was established, 153,292,455 
stamps were issued. In the first three 
weeks of the system's operation 186,207,- 
545 stamps bave been supplied to post- 
offices. The Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing is being forced to meet the 
demand to print the stamps at the rate 
of 12,000,000 a day. The total vrlue of 
the parcel post stamps distributed is 
$18,011,120.

Provision should be made for verifying sig- 
natures by the simplest, most convenient and 
e@omical process. 

Similar objections lie agzinst provisions sub- 
jecting voters to an -obligation to support the 
nominees of the party whose ticket they vote in 
the primaries. An obligation on the part of vot- 
ers to support candidates, regardless of fitness, 
would be immoral and directly contrary to 
public policy.

Referring to his policy in appointing friends 
to office, Gov. Major is quoted as saying: 

A friend of mine is quoted as saying, “They 
may bury Major politically, but this epitaph will 
be written over his grave: ‘Here lies Major; 
he stood by his friends.’” Now, I do not know of 
a better tribute that can be paid to the personal 
worth of any man. 

Declining to accede to the request of a dele- 
gation of labor leaders to appoint a man of their 
choice in place of a Republican public officer 
who had an excellent official record, President- 
elect Wilson said that he would be guided in 
his appointments to public office bythe rule 
of “justice and not gratefulness, recognition of 
services and not politics.” 

Fidelity to friends always has been the car- 
dinal virtue of the political boss. The worst 
of the bosses craved and usually dezerved the 
epitaph, “He always stood »y his friends.”’ 

But we must distinguish botween fidelity to 
friendship which involves personal sacrifice of 
private interests and fidelity to friendship which 
involves political sacrifice of public interests, 

The tie that bound the boss and his he=cumen 
together was mutual fidelity to personal inter- 
ests at any sacrifice of public interests. It was 
solidarity of private interests against the public 
welfare. Out of such bonds of political friend- 
ship grew the evils of machine politics which 
have brought about a political revolution in this 
country. 

Frequently a public officer must choose be- 
tween serving his friends and serving the pub- 
lic: If he is true to the one he may “e false 
to the other.. Fidelity to friendship and politi- 
cal obligations may require betrayal of public 
trust. 

But a man may well question the fidelity of 
friends who plead friendship and gratitude for 
personal or political service as reasons for ob- 
taining official favors. : 

In public office ingratitude may be a virtue.

London Market Rises on More 
Favorable Balkan News. 


LONDON, Jan. 22.—Increased pros- 
os of an early settlement of the, 

Ikan trouble induced local and con- 
tinental operators to take a livelier in- 
terest in the dealings on the Stock Ex- 
change today. Stocks were bid up in 
all sections and the market had a firm 
undertone. Consols gained a sixteenth 
and good dividends helped home rails, 
While copper shares recovered sharply 

with the metal. American securities 
pened quiet and unchanged. Trading 
was light and mainly in the way of 
covering during the forenoon, when 
prices advanced from \% to EY over 
parity. Later New York supported the 
market and the early improvement was 
maintained. The closing was steady. 
Money continues in good demand and 
discount rates remain firm owing to 
the scarcity of funds and prospective 
gold shipments.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

“The event of largest importance to- 
day the apparently official announce- 
ment, from Constantinople, that the 
Ottoman Government had yielded to the 
pressure of the neutral Powers and 
agreed to surrender Adriangple. 

“This announcement was received in 
the afternoon and was probably not 
Known on the European Stock Ex- 
changes before the day’s business was 
over. Something of the sort must have 
been expected, however, for European 
Government bonds advanced—especially 
Tish, Bulgarian and Russian secur- 
ities, and a general upward movement 
occurred on the London Stock Exchange. 
‘‘Even if Turkey has accepted the gen- 
eral terms of peace offered by the allies, 
there will naturally remain numerous 
details to adjust. But the general set- 
tlement would at least be definitely in 
sight, and great interest would attach to 
the kind of response which Egrope’s 
stock and money markets are to make. 

The Effect of the War. 
“The Balkan war, and the various in- 
ternational disputes which followed it, 
have been so obviously a cause of the 
weakness in European securities and the 
tightness of European money, that im- 
portant movements would at all events 
not be illogical. 
“The response on such occasions is 
sometimes slow to come or disappointing 
when it comes. It was emphatically 
s0 when peace in the Transvaal was 
announced in 1902, and it was largely so 
when the tension over Morocco passed 
away in 1911. On the other hand, the 
conclusion of the Russo-Japanese treaiy 
in 1905, led to great enthusiasm on tye 
stock exchanges, even though money 
stringency did not relax. 
“London bought here, though only 
moderately, and our own stock mar- 
ket- was not active at any time. Its 
tendency was upward, ith numerous 
advances of a point or thereabouts— 
ascribed for the most part to pur- 
chases for the short account 
“The majority of net changes, how- 
ever, weer only fractional. Some hes- 
itation was perhaps encouraged by 
the absence of any announcement 
from Washington regarding the Cen- 
tral Pacific matter. 
“The Iron Age in its weekly review 
of the steel and iron trade admits 
today that buying has slackened, and 
that prices have ceased to rise, but 
does not believe that the supply and 
demand position will admit of an 


‘early downward movement. 


More Gold Exported. 

“Developments in the money mar- 
ket were highly -itneresting. Vith 
the engagement of another million 
dollars gold for Argentina, the total 
shipments to South America by next 
Saturday’s steamer will foot up $3,-

“There is reason to believe that a 
gz00d deal more gold will be sent to 
both Buenos Ayres and Paris in the 
near future, as the foreign banks are 
ready to offer liberal inducements in 
order to obtain the metal here. 

“Foreign exchange ruled strong at 
virtually the highest level yet 
touched on this movement, _ sight 
drafts selling a trifle under 4. 87%. 
“Several banking houses wer in. 
terested in the gold exoprt opera- 
tions, and some of the important 
banks were not willing to enlarge 
their investments in time loans, pend- 
ing immediate devlopments in the 
foreign inquiry for our gold, 
“The banks continued to receive a 


on direct movement, and the offer- 
ings of money on call were sufficient 
to suppl yrhost of the demand ‘from 
stock market borrowers at 2% per 
cent. 

“There was further’ shifting of 
loans between interior banks and 
banks here, and arrangements to un- 
derwrite bond issues had some senti- 
mental effect: on the money market.”

January and February and March the 
market took fire on a_ winter-killing 
scare and May sold at $1.19 before the 
rise culminated, and it was only by 
unusually favorable spring and summer 
weather which caused an unusual crop 
of spring wheat, that the country was 
saved from a crop shortage that bor- 
dered on a calamity. 

Now with receipts of the old crop 
already marketed about 4 per cen 
against 80 last year, and 28 in 1911 an 
1910, and our export demands running 
well above last year, the old crop dis- 
counted by a 2c decline, it seems the 
percentage in speculation rests on the 
buying side, especially as from now for- 
ward it will be the new crop that con- 
trols prices, and every year brings its 
crop scares.
